Andover people get a chance to 
watch Andover’s wartime service 
units in action during an air raid 
next Tuesday and Wednesday eve- 
nings, when such a raid will be 
dramatized on the stage of the Me- 
morial Auditorium by the local de- 
fense committee.

weeks back—you may find yourself 
just an average citizen in an air 
raid, and you really should know 
what to do. 


There are things you must learn, 
and this demonstration with the 
motion pictures which accompany 
it will provide an easy and an in- 
teresting way to learn. It won’t be 
an evening wasted, for proper con- 
duct in a raid helps greatly in mini- 
mizing the raid’s effects. 


“Let’s write a good long letter to 
Donald Spinney,” a group of Merri- 
mack Mutual employes said about 
three weeks ago. They thereupon 
sat down to their task, and, a few 
days later, Donald received what 
was certainly the longest letter he’d 
ever gotten, and besides, the long- 
est ever sent to Parris Island, the 
South Carolina Marine base, at 
which he has been stationed. 


To be exact, the letter was all of 
40 feet long, and reached from one 
side of the roomy barracks to the 
other. It was written on a continu- 
ous strip of paper from a tabulating 
machine, and contained short mes- 
sages and signatures from about 50 
employees.

Sugar is being ploughed under in 
Florida when just one mill on Lake 
Ochecobee could supply the whole 
United States.

and, furthermore, there is an ap- 
parent lack of enterprise on ithe 
part of local retail merchants in the 
furtherance of the sale of stamps. 
As the Townsman pointed out re- 
cently, the example set in the 1918 
Liberty Loan drives as yet is far 
from reached. 

“Postoffice reports indicate a fall- 
ing off in sales since Pearl Harbor, 
while, as a matter of fact, the na- 
tional danger has distinctly in- 
creased since that time. The situa- 
tion in which the country finds: it- 
self today demands added pressure 
and sacrifice as each week goes by, 
and this means ‘the co-operation of 
every individual in the community, 
It has been said before, but it is no 
less true, that the basis of the sale 
of Defense Stamps and Bonds is co- 
operation of all the individuals in 
every community. Unless the war is 
won, the money in savings banks 
will mean little, which is to say ‘that 
regardless: of one’s feelings or pre- 
judices, a bond of the United States 
Government is still the best and the 
most patriotic use of one’s funds. 

“It behooves each of us, then, to 
do our part. There is no reason why 
every individual in Andover who is 
employed should not own at leasit 
one bond and ‘be accumulating 
stamps against the purchase of fur- 
ther bonds. The committee has fur- 
ther plans on which it is working 
to bring the matter to the attention 
of everyone in our community in- 
dividually. This is not yet possible, 
due to circumstances ‘beyond our 
control, and, until it is, the com- 
mittee urges upon you as civilians 
your co-operation in the one way 
it is possible for you to help direct- 
ly; mamely, by the purchase of 
United States Defense Stamps and 
Bonds.

integrated program of the elements 
which make good citizens. 

“Our enrollment will be affected 
somewhat by the declaration of 
war on Japan,” says the report of 
Principal Hugene V. Lovely of the 
high school. ‘Several have already 
enlisted. Following the procedure 
adopted by most educational av- 
thorities, we have advised the boys 
to stay in school until their course 
is completed . . .” Several new 
courses, adopted during the past 
year, have formed a more than ade- 
quate inducement. First year Latin 
is currently being taken by 19 pu- 
pils; first year algebra, 20; type- 
writing by non-commercial  stu- 
dents, 80; while 65 students are 
now taking an elective course in 
first aid. A two-year course in Span- 
ish has already been requested by 
30 pupils; home economics and sci- 
ence are proving more and more 
popular in these sternly practical 
times. 

The preparation of a syllabus de- 
signed to formulate more closely 
the specific functions and programs 
of each department, as well as con- 
siderable development in the intra- 
mural sports program, are included 
in Milton C. Blanchard’s report on 
the Junior high school. Enrollment 
and financial statistics show that it 
cost roughly $128.64 to educate 
each child in th publie schools last 
year; $187,824.99 was spent during 
the fiscal year on an average en- 
rollment of 1460 pupils.

Blackout Here 
This Month 


Andover will experience a test 
blackout on Sunday evening, March 
22, according to local defense Chair- 
man Alan T. Polgreen. Further de- 
tails have not as yet been worked 
out, nor has the exact time of the 
test been determined.

Close Contest For Public Works 


Andover had an exciting two 
hours Tuesday night after one of 
the quietest elections it has seen in 
several decades. Five precincts had 
been reported at 9:30, giving clear 
pluralities in all contests except the 
Board of Public Works. At that 
time, the standing for the two va- 
cancies was: Fred W. Doyle, 1308; 
George R. Cairns, 922; Jesse Bot- 
tomley, 905. Doyle was obviously 
elected, but the contest for the 
other vacancy on the board would 
be settled by the vote of Precinct 
1, which had not as yet reported. 
Not until 11:10 were the tallies re- 
leased for the last precinct, and its 
vote gave Cairns 232, Bottomley 344 
for a decisive margin of victory. 

Bottomley’s' win came as a com- 
plete surprise to most local election 
followers, as he has been a local 
resident only during the past four 
years, and had done no active cam- 
paigning for ithe office. 

Roy HE. Hardy was re-elected se- 
lectman with a margin of 763 votes 
over his opponent, P. Leroy Wilson.

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Expect Short 
Town Meeting 


With only about 38 more or less 
special articles on the docket, a 
good many of which are scarcely 
of controversial nature, a short and 
speedy town meeting is forecast for 
Monday night. 


The question of increased gala- 
ries for all town employees is prob- 
ably the most important of the 
meeting. No special article is con- 
tained on the advisability of such 
an increase, but raises in pay for 
all town departments are included 
in their budgets under Article 4. 
It is believed that a motion may 
be made at the beginning of the 
discussion on this article that the 
question of a unified increase be 
settled at the outset rather than 
approved or disapproved under each 
budget item. 


The town finance committee, sev- 
eral weeks ago, published a report 
stating that its recommendations 
“do not include any increases in 
wages over the amount paid during 
1941,” since it is its opinion “that 
the employees of the town should 
receive an increase, but that the 
amount should be determined by 
the voters.” A wage boost of which 
it approves will add over $20,000 
to the year’s expenses, roughly 
$1.50 on the tax rate. 


No articles in the warrant deal 
with defense appropriations. How- 
ever, a large amount of the reserve 
fund allocated at the end of the 
meeting will probably be earmarked 
for defense purposes. 


Road acceptances, as is custom- 
ary, will form a major topic of dis- 
cussion, no less than fifteen articles 
dealing with acceptances of roads 
and in most cases of their drainage 
and sewerage facilities. Consider- 
able opposition is expected on the 
acceptance of certain roads because 
of their drainage construction or 
lack of it. 


As usual, the meeting will begin 
at 7:00 in the Memorial Auditorium.

Let’s Show Them 


“That manly, straightforward, sober, patriotic old New Eng- 
land town!” 


There have been times when the praise bestowed ‘upon An- 
dover in that well-known phrase of Phillips Brooks’ has rested 
heavily on our shoulders. Monday night at town meeting, let 
us show we can earn that praise. 


Part of Andover has been showing that it is manly. It’s the 
younger part. Our boys have entered the services with an 
eagerness to show the Nazis and the Japs that Democracy is 
willing to fight for its existence. They gave scant thought to 
themselves, of how little they’d make in the service, of the 
hardships they’d have to endure. Perhaps more thought they 
gave to us, remaining here at home; perhaps their main 
thought was to do their bit to see that we here at home can 
go on enjoying the life of freedom that our ancestors gave us. 


Yes, our ancestors gave it to us, and our boys are going to 
keep it for us. And what are we going to do? 


Monday night let us show that we can deserve the “pa- 
triotic” part of that praise. Let us show that we too are will- 
ing to sacrifice in our own little way—and it is little, too, 
mighty little, compared to the sacrifice that the rest of the 
world has made, the sacrifice in which our own boys will share. 
Wouldn’t it be silly, wouldn’t it be tragic, to waste our time 
even talking Monday night about spending money on things 
that we don’t need? Wouldn’t it be more patriotic, more sober, 
more straightforward for us to show our young men we appre- 
ciate their manliness, show them by being willing to give un 
the once-necessary but now-luxurious services that the town 
has been offering us, give them up so that the money we save 
in lower taxes we can invest in National Defense Bonds, to 
give those boys the tools they’ll need for their job. 


Try to keep the rate down to $30.00? Why not do a real job 
and bring it down to $28? It can’t be done? Yes, it can, if we 
only show that we have half or even a tenth of the courage 
and the willingness to sacrifice that our young men have had. 
And when town meeting is over, how are we going to feel? 
Are we going to go out into the night air feeling proud of our- 
selves for having done a good iob of saving when saving was 
never more necessary—or shall we feel deep within ourselves 
that by agreeing to spend monev on unnecessary things we 
have broken faith with a mighty fine bunch of young men, clad 
in khaki, who some day soon are going to show the Japs and 
the Nazis what Americans are made of. Let us here at home 
show them, too. 


Congratulations 

We did very well Monday. Usual- 
ly people congratulate the winner 
in an election. This year Andover 
won. 

They’re a pretty fine set of of- 
ficers. And we know they’ll do a 
good job. Our part is to have con- 
fidence in them, and to help them 
in every way possible. 


Let’s Not Waste Time 


If we spend too much time on 
some things Monday night, we 
won’t have enough left to spend 
on others that deserve some tune. 
Therefore, here’s hoping two 
things: 

(1) That the salary question is set- 
tled once and for all before a single 
appropriation is made. To leave it 
wide open for a wrangle on each 
department’s budget would mean 
a bad waste of time, and in these 
days time is precious. So let’s vote 
a policy at the outset of the meet- 
ing, and let that policy dictate the 
amount to be spent in the various 
budgets. 

(2) That some clear policy is es- 
tablished beforehand on street ac- 
ceptances. At the last meeting the 
average voter didn’t know what 
was what, and he wasn’t too sure 
that the officials did—if they did, 
there was something wrong some- 
where because some officials had a 
different slant on it than others. 
So let’s get together this time be- 
fore town meeting, and find out 
once and for all who is supposed to 
do what before a street should be 
accepted by the town.

Of course, “Sans Origine” doesn’t 
exist; it’s merely a French term 
meaning ‘‘No place of origin’—or 
something. Generally inserted in 
vablegrams from American soldiers 
to their families, it is used to pre.

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Speaker Warns Of 
Post-War Problems 


That we should immediately give 
serious consideration to employ- 
ment problems certain to come up 
after the war is the opinion of Ro- 
land R. Darling of the Y. M. C. A. 
Job Hunters Club of Boston, as ex- 


pressed by him ‘before a gathering 
of about 58 members of the Merri- 


mack Valley Guidance Association 
at the Andover Inn Monday eve- 
ning. It is highly essential, he said, 
that high school boys and girls be 
trained to look ahead to a more du- 
bious future than exists at present, 
and to secure training that will 
guarantee them permanent and 
gainful employment. 

Even at the present time, he ad- 
ded, when conditions are at their 
best, there is no shortage of un- 
skilled labor comparable to that in 
skilled labor. Even if there is no 
depression immediately following 
this war, ag there was in 1920-21, 
there will be a period of adjustment 
and regression corresponding to 
the terrific expansion program 
which, after nearly two years, is 
still only partly carried out. 


None the less, conditions are 
ideal for the properly trained young 
man or women now starting out to 
forge a career, Mr. Darling point- 
ed out that 20 men behind the lines 
are need to keep a single soldier 
in action, 


A symposium was held on the 
subject, “The Colleges of the Mer- 
rimack Valley,” during which rep- 
resentatives of nine colleges spoke 
of the part played by each in train- 
ing students for service in the pres- 
ent crisis, and of their consequent 
heavy demands upon secondary 
schools. Schools represented in the 
discussion were the University of 
New Hampshire, St. Anselm’s Col- 
lege, Colby Junior College, Brad- 
ford Junior College, Green Moun- 
tain and Stoneleigh Junior colleges, 
Lowell and Salem State Teachers 
colleges and the Lowell Textile In- 
stitute.

Demonstrate Raid 
Emergency Services 


What Andover might look like in 
the event of an air raid, and just 
how its relief measures would be 
put into operation, was effectively 
demonstrated in a realistic enact- 
ment of such a raid put on by the 
local medical defense committee 
the past Tuesday and Wednesday 
evenings in the Memorial Audi- 
torium. 

Realism in the demonstration was 
heightened by the use of on-stage 
telephones, special lighting and 
sound effects and a running com- 


‘mentary delivered through an am- 


plifying system by Douglas S. 
Byers, committee chairman. Pres- 
ent during the performances, car- 
rying out their roles exactly as they 
may be called upon to do during 
an actual air raid, were large 
groups of air raid wardens, mem- 
bers of the auxiliary police and fire 
departments and first aid and 
rescue squad workers. 


Members of the medical units set 
up a complete field hospital on the 
stage, and patients received emer- 
gency treatment for all types of 
injuries especially common in war- 
time. “Serious” cases were taken 
to the Isham Infirmary at Phillips 
Academy, which has been estab- 
lished as the local base hospital. 


Dr. Edgar Snow of Newburyport, 
chairman of medical defense for 
this district, witnessed the demon- 
stration Tuesday night with the 
local defense heads, and offered his 
congratulations in a brief address 
at its conclusion. He said that all 
the Andover groups participating 
seemed to be particularly well- 
trained, and that, even if the war 
had not made such elaborate de- 
fense preparations imperative, they 
would have proved valuable in such 
emergencies as a bad flood or a 
serious fire. Dr. John J. Hartigan, 
chief medical officer for Andover, 
said that he hoped that such dem- 
onstrations could be presented 
periodically in order to keep up the 
morale and confidence of the towns- 
people.

be looking at a Millet painting in 
the Louvre. 


By such gymnastics and with an 
unusually clever gift for phrasing, 
Mr. Roberts told his audience how 
he happened to purchase his charm- 
ingly aged little English cottage 
from an indifferent young man in 
Burma, through a befuddled real 
estat agent and by the demise of a 
romantic ex-consul and his Ameri- 
can spinster sweetheart. He fur- 
ther described how he introduced 
certain modernities to a 400-year- 
old dwelling, and how it protested 
inarticulately against them. 


His problems, it seems, were 
more than those which ordinarily 
face householders, First, the whole 
village of Henley - on - Thames 
thought him quite mad to live in 
Pilgrim Cottage at all. Second, the 
house had, during the long cen- 
turies, entered a state of petrifica- 
tion which made almost any altera- 
tion nearly impossible. (Light 
switches, for instance, were in- 
stalled in the floor to be pressed by 
Mr. Roberts’ toe, which, no doubt, 
is aS well educated as his other 
digits.) Third, his man of all work 
viewed the whole premises with an 
affection that made any proposed 
amendment seem ag criminal ag 
secretly bobbing your grandmoth- 
er’s hair, 

Pilgrim Cottage goes back to the 
Elizabethan days when great man- 
sions were being built by upstart 
merchants and reformed Pirates, 
according to Mr. Roberts. It is quite 
possible, he said, that a boy help- 
ing his father in its construction 
might have passed a few words 
with young Bill] Shakespear, off 
to London to make his fortune. 
Queen Elizabeth erself, who evi- 
dently spent the night in as many 
historic homes as our own George 
Washington, might frequently have 
visited Henley. 

Mr. Roberts had little to say 
about the present war. His own 
Pilgrim Cottage, he said, may or 
may not still be standing. Peasants 
Sitting by its broad fireside centu- 
ries ago, however, might have an- 
Swerd a thunderous knocking to 
hear the news that Drake and Fro- 
bisher had sunk the Armada in the 
channel, A few generations later, 
the cottagers might have rushed to 
their window in dead of night to 
learn that Marlborough had won 
at Blenheim, or that Napoleon’s 
army had beeu finally smashed in 
Belgium, 


“Some evening not too far away,” 
concluded Mr, Roberts, “I hope to 
turn on the radio in Pilgrim Cot- 
tage to hear an unmistakable voice 
announce: ‘My friends—the Ger- 
man plenipotentiaries have just re- 


quested our terms for an armis- 
tice,’”

One of Andover’s most versatile 
residents was Jé¢sse S. Billington, 
57, who died Sunday at his home 
at 56 Highland road. Born August 
2, 1885, in Weld, Maine, he moved 
to Andover at an early age to re- 
side with his step-father and moth- 
er, Mr. and Mrs. Milton Jones, in 
what was then known as Scotland 
district.
